FOR KILLING NEPHEW 


.Jefferson City, March 4.—The Su­ 
preme Court today overruled a plea 
for reversal on technical grounds and 
affirmed a 10-year sentence 
imposed 
against »lames Cooper of Bloomfield, 
Mo., in tlv* 
m urder 
of his nephew, 
Clarence Cooper, shot to death Aug­ 
ust 13, 1921, in a fantily feud 
which 
has caused 
much bloodshed in Stod­ 
dard County. 
Cooper and his wife, C lara, were 
jointly 
charged 
with »the 
murder. 
Cooper, tried on a severance, October 
13, 1922, pleaded self-defense, 
and 
was convicted. 
Hi« attorneys sought 
reversal on the ground that the

dictm ent was 'insufficient because 
it 
charged that Clarence

familiarly known, of Kingsville, Ont.,

vidual, something which, only a

years ago, would have been thought 
impossible, for this 
Simple-hearted 
man has tamed and 
made 
friends 
with one of the wisest anti wariest 
birds in all the 
world—the 
Canada 
wild goose. 
In young manhood Jack Miner be­ 
came a professional hunter in the Ca­ 
nadian 
wilderness. 
A fter 
a 
few' 
years’ pursuit of this vocation he Be­ 
came convince! it was wrong to

animats or birds and engaged in 
a 
less exoiting 
career 
on a farm 
at 
Kingsville, Ont., al«out fifteen miles

pleasure now and then,

convinced that

So successful has he b^en in

efforts to make frineds w«th the birds 
that they now come close about 
his 
home home, and he has had, probably, 
the most remarkable experience 
of 
any man in all the world in .th-.* num­ 
ber and variety <>f his ft*athered vis­ 
itors. 
Some measure of his success in a t­ 
tracting wild birds 
is 
found in the 
fact that in the spring migration last 
year he fed to the wild geese 
and 
ducks alone which visMfcd his ponds 
tw« rrty-fivM 
hundred, 
as 
he 
says, 
“ measured bushels” of corn, 
and he 
has nearly as much ready for 
the 
spring 
migration 
of 1924. 
A fewr 
pairs of Canada geese remain 
each 
summer, nesting aljout thv farm, act- 
ing a- decoys when, the 
southward j ‘‘-Jack 
migration sits in in the autumn. Here | inK a 
they remain until the advancing sea­ 
son sends them on their way to the 
marshes of the South. 
Through banding 
a 
considerabk- 
number of geese each year with met­ 
al tags, Mr. Miner has learned in the 
last ten years much about their jour­ 
neying». Many of the tags have l>een 


returned, for the most 
pant 
taken 
from birds that have been shot, some 
far up in the north, close to the Arc­ 
tic Circle, others along the marshes 
and streams of the southern 
states. 
F rom these returned tags, he 
has 
b.-en able to judge quite accurately 
of th.- routes of travel of geese and 
ducks in migration, and something of 
their rtftes of «peed. 
To 
far-away 
Hudson Bay stations tags have been 
brought in by 
Indian 
and 
Eskimo 
hunters, 
who little understand 
the 
strange experience of finding a metal 
tag on the leg of a wild goose which 
had fallen under their guns. 
When the geese leave his preserve 
in the 
spring on their 
northward 
flight, Miner 
notifies 
friends 
who 
live at intervals along their route to­ 
ward the Arctic Gircle to be on the 
watch; 
these 
observers 
carefully 
mark th e time when the geese pass, 
thus making it possible pretty defi­ 
nitely to determine their rate of tra v ­ 
el. 
From observations extending ov­ 
er several years, it is fixed at about 
sixty miles an hour, considerably less 
than ha.- been generally believed. 
So 
successful 
has this bird lover 
been in his effort to make 
friends 
with those feathered travelers 
that 
the Canadian government has made 
a sanctuary of h'is immediate vicinity 
covering 
two 
miles 
square, 
upon 
which the use iff firearms of all kinds 
is prohibited. 
The government 
aids 
trim in feeding h'is host of visitors. 
A sidelight on Jack Miner’s char­ 
acter is gained from the fact 
that 
each metal tag which he fastens to 
the leg of a goose or duck, in addi­ 
tion to the word, “Write to Box 4«, 
Kingsville, O ntaria”, bears also 
a 
quotation from the Holy Scriptures. 
‘He careth for you’. 
‘Have Faith in 
God’. 
‘With God all things are pos­ 
sible’—are among the messages. 
The actiwti s of this friend of the 
birds have attracted 
continent-wide 
attention. 
Mr. Miner is in great de­ 
mand as a lecturer, 
and 
his book, 
Miner and the Birds”, is hav-

Amonjr t'hc benefactors of wild life, 
•Tack Miner, or “ Uncle .lack”, as he is 
fam ilarly known, of Kingsville. Ont., 
stands out as 
having 
accomplished 
more, perhaps, than any other indi­ 
vidual, something which, only a 
f w 
years ago, would have l*»on thought 
impossible, for this 
dimple-hearted 
man has tarmsl and 
made 
friends 
with one of the wisest and wariest 
birds in all the 
world—the 
Canada 
wild goose. 
In young manhood Jack Miner 1**- 
cam • a professional hunter in the Ca­ 
nadian 
wilderness. 
After 
a 
few 
years’ pursuit of this vocation he be­ 
came convinced it was wrong to 
kill 
animals or birds and engaged in 
a 
less exciting 
career 
on a farm 
at 
Kingsville, Ont., al*out fifteen miles 
northeast of Detroit, Mich., not 
far 
from th • shore of Lake Krie. 
While 
yet ‘hunting 
as 
a 
sportsman 
for 
pleasure now and then, 
he 
became 
convinced that 
it would 
give 
him 
greater joy to become a friend to the 
wild folk which he had 
spent .years 
jn destroying. 
So successful has he b.en in 
his 
efforts to make frineds with the birds 
that they now come close about 
his 
home home, and he has had, prol>ably, 
the most remarkable experience 
of 
any man in all the world in th-- num­ 
ber and variety of his feathered vis­ 
itors. 
Some measure of his success in a t­ 
tracting wild birds 
is 
found in the 
fact that in the spring migration last 
year he fed to the wiki geese 
and 
ducks alone which visifcd his ponds 
twenty-divo 
hundred, 
as 
he 
says, 
“ measured bushels” of corn, 
and he 
has nearly as much ready for 
the 
spring 
migration 
of 1924. 
A few 
pairs of Canada geese remain 
each 
summer, nesting about th. farm, act­ 
ing as decoys when, the 
southward 
migration sits in in the autumn. Here 
they remain until the advancing sea­ 
son sends them on their way to the 
marshes of the South. 
Through banding 
a 
considerable 
number of geese each year with met­ 
al Jags, Mr. Miner has learned in the 
last ten years much about their jour- 
neyings. Many of the tags have lieen 


returrvd, for the most 
pant 
taken 
from birds that have been shot, some 
far up in the north, close to the Arc- j 
tic Circle, others along the marshes I 
and streams of the southern 
states, 
k rom these returned tags, he 
has 
b en able to judge quite accurately 
i;f til*' routes of travel of geese and 
ducks in migration, ami something of 
their rates of speed. 
To 
far-away 
Hudson liny stations tags have been 
brought in by 
Indian 
and 
Eskimo 
hunters, 
who little understand 
the 
strange experience of finding a metal 
tag on the leg of a wild goose which 
had fallen under their guns. 
When the gi*ese leave his preserve 
in the 
spring on their 
northward 
flight, Min* r 
notifies 
friends 
who 
live at intervals along their route to­ 
ward the Arctic Circle to Ik* on the 
watch; 
these 
observers 
carefully 
mark the time when the geese pass, 
thus making it possible pi4, tty defi­ 
nitely to dKermine their rate of tra v ­ 
el. 
From observations extending ov­ 
er several years, it is fixwd at about 
sixty miles an hour, considerably less 
than has been generally 'believed. 
So 
successful 
has this bird lover 
been in his effort to make 
friends 
with these featherml travelers 
that 
the Canadian government has made 
a sanctuary of h'is immediate vicinity 
covering 
two 
miles 
square, 
upon 
•.shich the use of firearms of all kinds 
is prohibited. 
The government 
aids 
him in feeding his host of visitors. 
A sidelight on Jack Miner’s char­ 
acter is gained from the fact 
that 
each metal tag which he fastvns to 
the leg of a goose or duck, in addi- 
f.« n to the word, “Write to Box 4#, 
Kingsville, O ntaria”, bears also 
a 
quotation from the Holy Scriptures. 
‘He careth for you’. 
‘Have Faith in 
God’. 
‘With God all things are pos­ 
sible*—are among the messages. 
The actiViti. s of this friend of the 
birds have attracted 
continent-wide 
attention. 
Mr. Miner is in great de­ 
mand as a lecturer, 
and 
his book, 
“Jack Miner and the Birds’’, is hav­ 
ing a 
host 
of 
readers.—Christian 
Scionee Monitor.
